Treasury rejects Histadrut’s 


demand on tax adjustments

Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

The Treasury yesterday turned 
down a Histadrut demand to con- 
tinue adjusting tax brackets at the 
same rate as the rise in the cost of 
living index. 

Treasury policy in the past has 
been to adjust the brackets twice a 
year by 70 per cent of the rise in the 
index. This year, -however, ad- 
justments have been 100 per cent on 
each occasion, the latest being this 
month. 

In the future, the adjustments will 
revert back to 70 per cent ‘as the 
result of the Treasury decision. This 
means that the real taxation level 
will increase with inflation. 

The Histadrut submitted a long list 
of demands to the Treasury about six 
months ago. The rejection of most of 
them was announced yesterday. 

A whole range of demands to 
lighten the tax burden on the 
salaried worker was turned down. 


These included suggestions that in- 
come tax for wage earners be cut by 
five per cent, and that incentive and 
overtime pay, as well as shared 
profits, should be more lightly taxed. 
The Treasury conceded that a joint 
ministry-Histadrut committee will 
define conditions for granting incen- 
tives to night shift workers. 

The Treasury also agreed to some _ 
minor Histadrut demands. Among 
these were that elderly people will be ᾿ 
able from next April to redeem com- - 
pulsory loans earlier than before (65 ᾿ 
instead of 69 for a man, and 60 in- 
stead of 64 for a woman); the special | 
tax exemption on income from pen- - 
sions wil] go up from 25 per cent to 30 .

U.S. tax deadline 
extended to Nov. 15 


The United States Internal 
Revenue Service has announced 
that those taxpayers who qualify 
for the foreign earned income ex- 
clusion under Section 911 of the 
IRS Code will have until 
November 15, 1978 to file their 
1977 Income Tax Returns. 

The tax filing deadline has been 
extended only for those tax- 
payers who qualify for the 
foreign income exclusion under 
Section 911, and who were 
residing or travelling outside the 
U.S. on April 17, 1978. 

This extension was granted 
because Congress is still con- 
sidering legislation which would 
make rules for the foreign earned 
income exclusion which existed 
before. 1976, applicable to 1977 tax 
returns. If the legislation is 
enacted, IRS will issue any 
necessary revised tax forms to~ 
the taxpayers’ most recent 
foreign address. 

Due dates for estimated tax 
payments for the 1978 tax year 
are not affected by this extension.

HERZLIYA PITUAH. — National 
Semiconductor. the second-largest 
company in the world in its segment 
of the microelectronics semiconduc- 
tor market, has opened a $1m. centre 
here for the design of what may be 
the next generation of the most ad- 

vaneed small computers. 

The company makes semiconduc- 
tors — tiny electronic devices 
smaller than a postage stamp — that 
replace literally rooms full of older 
types of electronic equipment. 

And the semiconducter devices 
National will design in Jarael are 
among the most sophisticated of 
semiconductors — devices called 
microprocessora, which replace en- 
tire large computers. ᾿ 

According to Pierre Lamond, vice 
president and technical director of 
National, in Israel for the opening of 
the new plant, the goal at the local 
facility is to design microprocessors 
“similar to the largest minicom- 
puters made today.”" 

He said National, headquartered 
in Santa Clara, California, had 
decided on opening the design centre 
here ‘‘because of the availability of 
well-trained personnel." 

Virtually the entire 1,000 square 
metre facility will be staffed by a 
team of 40 Israelis. 

Rumning the operation will be Zvi 
Soha, who left Israel 15 years ago, 
and most recently was National's 
manager of advanced 
microprocessor products at com- 
pany headquarters.: He will now be 
managing director and general 
manager of National Semiconductor 
Israel, the wholly-owned subsidiary 
arrangement under which National 
will operate here. 

Soha said he hopes to have the 
design of National's first Israeli 
microprocessor finished by early in 
1980. 

And that first product, he said, "19 
going to be designed in Israel; we're 
not going to get specifications from 
the U.S." 

Soha said National is spending 
about $700,000 for electronic equip- 
ment, and another $300,000 for air- 
conditioning, and various other of- 
fice infrastructure here.

There was one thing that almost 
kept National away, though. Speak- 
_ing to the guests at the plant opening, 
Lamond complained: “It took us 8 
long time to get telephones.”

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More strikes to come 


THE WAY things are progressing it seems the wage 
agreements in the public sector for 1978/80 will have to be sign- 
ed retroactively. 

More than six months have now passed since the previous 
wage contracts expired, and not a single round of negotiations 
has been brought te conclusion. The result is that the economy is 
facing the prospect of a succession of damaging strikes. 

While the schools are threatened with a resumption of the 
teachers’ strike after the end of the holy days, the mails, radio 
and television were laid virtually still yesterday and the doctors 
are meeting today to decide whether to declare a labour dispute. 

Meanwhile six other unions — the engineers, the academics, 
the jurists, the. pharmacists, the biochemists and 
microbiologists, and the social workers — have served notice 
that they wili resort to stoppages and strikes unless the govern- 
ment sits down to talk with them in earnest. . 

Apart from appointing Absorption Minister David Levi as its 
emissary to the engineering workers in the Minister-less Com- 
munications Ministry, the Cabinet’s only response so far has 
been to repeat its flat no to anything beyond the 15 per cent wage 
hike agreed upon with the Histadrut six months ago. As past dis- 
cussions have shown, the precise meaning of these 15 per cent is 
open to interpretation. ‘ 

The Histadrut has in the past half year proved to be a distinct- 
ly moderating factor in labour relations. But it cannot be ex- 
pected to serve as the government's agent in upholding a limit 
to wage increases set in anticipation of a slowing down of infla- 
tion. 

What has taken place is the opposite. By now, even the 15 per 
cent increase, together with the norma) cost-of-living 
allowances, would not have kept real wages from falling over 
the period of the wage agreement. 

Moreover, the wage guideline was never meant to be inflexi- 
ble. The inflationary erosion of real wages inevitably affects 
different groups of workers differently. A sensible wage policy 
must therefore consider claims for the adjustment of specific 
distortions. 

Plainly, workers tend to measure their own obligations for 
self-restraint against prevailing community standards. And 
what they see outside their homes are signs of unprecedented 
affluence — shops laden with expensive goods, booming posh 
restaurants, luxurious villas springing up, a craze of travel 
abroad — which is a poor demonstration of the belt-tightening 
that is urged on wage earners. 

True, some of them, among the workers, too, share in the 
sweet life. But the great majority find it increasingly difficult to 
make ends meet. 

Thus when employees hear Treasury announcements that, 
regardless of the still pending wage agreements, prices are to be 
pushed up again, they cannot fail to conclude that what the 
government is offering them is as good as a bad cheque. 

The expected transition from war to peace will impose 
heavy burdens on the economy in the coming years. Ifthe 
modest improvements of the last 30 months or so, especially in 
the balance of payments, are to be preserved, sacrifice will be 
necessary. ‘This will be true even if the U.S. foots part of the bill. 

The sacrifice will be made if the people are persuaded that it 
is not only in good cause, but that it is justly distributed. That 
too will assure the required peace on the labour front. 

The record of the government does not inspire much con- 
fidence in its ability to assure social justice. Not only has it 
needlessly stoked the fires of inflation with the ill-timed 


economic reform a year ago, but it has also shown a singular in- |. 


eptness in conducting wage negotiations. It has adopted 
procrastination as a substitute for genuine search for 
reasonable settlement, : 


When less is better 


ISRAEL'S top level negotiators at the Washington peace talks 
with Egypt, the cabinet decided yesterday, will be Foreign 
Minister Dayan and Defence Minister Weizman. 

This is, of course, just as it should be. It is difficult to conceive 
of any good reason for another minister — with the exception of 
the Prime Minister had President Sadat too decided to go — be- 
ing despatched to Washington. Unless, that is, the reason had to 
do with domestic politics rather than with the substance of the 
discussions. 3 

Needless to say, domestic politics did have occasion to rear its 
strange head when it came to the choice of cabinet members to 
represent the country at the talks. Deputy Premier Yadin was 
mentioned: he had, after all, been a member of the Israel team 
to the Rhodes armistice talks back in 1949. 

But the party he is now heading is only a rump, so that if he 
should go, surely he ought to be accompanied by someone from 
an even larger party, meaning the NRP. 

That obviously would call for the participation of the NRP's 
senior statesman, Interior Minister Burg. But it would be bad 
form to admit publicly that this was all really a matter of 
politicking. The bizarre argument had therefore to be devised 
that if peace were to be established, arrangements would have 
to be agreed on visas, for example, which was right within the 
purview of the Ministry of the Interior. 

Fortunately, it was discovered in time that the Egyptians, too, 
would only be sending their Foreign and Defence Ministers, 
which was a good example for Israel to follow. 

Another beneficial decision taken by the cabinet — at 8 
meeting chaired by Mr. Yadin, in the absence of Mr. Begin, who 
is still resting at home — was that there should be regular repor- 
ting from the negotiating team to the cabinet in Jerusalem. 

A number of ministers, it is said, voiced resentment at the 
way the Camp David accords were presented to them as 8. com- 
pleted fact. They wish to avoid a repetition; and in this they are 
absolutely justified. 
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WITH THE PROSPECT of an 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty being 
signed before the end of the year, 
U.S. Defence Department officials 
have already begun planning an ex- 
pansion of America’s military supp- 
ly relationship with Egypt. 

Experts at the Pentagon are 
currently putting together initial 
recommendations for Secretary of 
Defence Harold Brawn on the best 
way the U.S. can meet Egypt's 
legitimate security requirements in 
the months and years ahead. _ 

Brown has tentatively scheduled = 
visit to Egypt, Israel and Saudi 
Arabia for January. By then, assum- 
ing the peace treaty with Israel has 
been signed, the U.S. can he ex- 
pected to have announced a 
readiness, for the first time, to 
provide Egypt with low-interest, 
long-term credits to pay for the 
military hardware purchased in the 
United States. 

Until now. the U.S. has not includ- 
ed Egypt among its cash military 
assistance recipients, although 
Egypt has received more than $4b. in 
various forms of economic ald since 


Washington and Cairo restored - 


diplomatic relations after the 1973 
Yom Kippur war. This economic aid 
programme will also continue. 
Since 1973, America’s military 
supply relationship with Egypt has 
gone through several stages. At first, 
during Secretary-of-State Henry 
Kissinger’s tenure, the U.S. supplied 
Egypt with only so-called “non- 


lethal" Items, such as jeeps, trucks, . 
᾿ and communication equipment. 


At that time, even such a relative- 
ly modest programme raised con- 
siderable protest from the U.S. 
Congress, which believed that a for- 
mal military relationship with Egypt 
was premature — given the fact that 
Egypt and Israel were stil) formally 
in a state of war. 


BUT SADAT’S protestations that he 
had severed his military ties with the 
Soviet Union won a receptive ear in 
Washington, and the U.S.-Egyptian 
programme grew. 

Only a few months after the sign- 
ing of the Sinai I accord in 1975, 
President Gerald Ford and 
Kissinger moved to drum up support 
in the Congress for the sale of 6 C-130 
military transport planes to Egypt. 
Israel strongly objected. There was 
considerable resistance from the 
Congress, but eventually the deal 
was approved with some strings at- 
tached,

BIRTH-RATE OR NATURAL 
POPULATION GROWTH 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — In your issue’of September 
25, Dr. David Wolfers, who was 
formerly Director of Population 
Bureau in the United Kingdom, 
ascribes to me the claim that the 
birth-rate of the Israeli Arabs is 40 to 


the thousand and, on the basis of - 


that, claims that I have been draw- 
ing false conclusions trom inac- 
curate facts. 

“Had I made such an erroneous 
declaration, Dr. Wolfers would have 
been absolutely. justified in his 
reproach. But Dr. Wolfers should 
have known that the birth-rate of the 
Arabs in Israel is far higher than 40 
per thousand. What I was speaking 
about in my speech in Ma‘alot was 
the natural population growth, and 
this amounts to approximately 40 
per thousand, or 4 per cent ἃ year. 
Such rate of natural population 
growth is, to my best knowledge, one 
of the highest in the world. 

Since I was speaking Hebrew on 
that occasion, I used the term ribui 
tivi, which means natural population 
growth and not birth-rate. Had Dr. 
Wolfers known the facts and figures, 
he should have realized that there 


must have been a translation mis- 
take. 7

DID BERNADOTTE 
REALLY SAVE 
JEWS? © 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
: Sir, — I refer to Zeev Raphael's 
letter of September 28 -concerning 
Bernadotte’s part in saving some 
Jews from the Holocaust. . 

The question as to who was: niainly 
instrumental in helping a number-of 
Jews imprisoned in German concen- 
tration camps to reach Sweden dur- 


, ing. the.last weeks of thetwur has 


never -been entirely clarified. It 
seems, however, that a large part of 
the credit must be given to 
Himmler's Finnish therapist, 
Kesten. Kesten had a number of 
ranking Nazi officiais, including 
Himmler, as patients for his pain- 
killing ‘‘Chinese’’ massage. Ap- 
parently Kesten’s treatment proved 
to be Himmler's only relief from his 
periodical violent stomach cramps 
and Kesten thus gained some kind of 
influence over his patient which he 
put to humanitarian use. 
That Kesten did indeed succeed in 
saving a number of lives, both 
Jewish and non-Jewish, is evidenced 
by the fact that he was awarded high 
decorations by some Allied 
governments after the war. Kesten 
was also the intermediary between 
Himmler and the Swedish section of 
the World Jewish Congress. He 
arranged the WFC's Swedish 
representative Norbert Masur’s 
meetings with Himmler in 1945 and 
accompanied Masur to Germany on 
this occasion. : 5 
Bernadotte entered the picture ina 
Somewhat oblique manner. As Presi- 
dent of the Swedish Red Cross, he 
was the logical partner for the Ger. 
mans to arrange the transports as 
such. It would also appear that 
Himmler was under the illusion that 
Bernadotte, as ἃ close relative of the 
King οὗ Sweden, could assist him in 
his last minute abortive effort to 
reach an understanding with the 
Western Aljies behind Hitler's back. 
Partly as a result of these ‘high 
level’ negotiations, Bernadotte 


found himself projected into the in- . 


ternational limelight and entrusted 
with missions such as the UN media- 
tion in the Middle East, which far ex- 
ceeded his capacities and finally led 
to hia tragic death. 

After Germany's surrender, 
Kesten went to Sweden and sought 
Swedish citizenship which at that 
time was denied to him. Kesten and 
his friends attributed his difficulties 
to intrigues on the part of Bernadotte 
whom they portrayed as a vain per- 
son who feared Kesten might detract 
from his prestige. The truth of these. 
allegations has not been established.

tudy says pupils creativity 


decreases in Ist, 2nd grades

Kindergarten apparently 
enhances or nurtures creative abili- 
ty, but the experience of first and se- 
cond grades diminishes !t, according 
to a study of the creative ability of 
Belt Shean's elementary schoo! pop- 
ulation. The study was published last 
week by Haifa University scholar 
Yehuda Bein, 

In the course of 1077-78 Bein and 
hig assistants applied the “QIFT" 
method (developed by the Wisconsin 
Education Evaluation Service for 
analysing creativity in children) to 
1,832 five- to 12-year-olda in the Jordan 
Valley development town. The 
method involves a questionnaire 
concerning individual interests, 
curiosity, flexibility, independence 
and personal background. ‘ 


In February 1978 Bein's team con- 
ducted “observation sessions" in a 
quarter of the town's elementary 
achool classrooms. The children 
demonstrated a high degree of 
alertness, motivation and curiosity. 
These characteristics, the 
researchers discovered, were also 


‘shared by the weaker pupils in each 


class. 
The subsequent analysis of the 1,- 


595 test results produced surprising 
reguits. Twelve per cent (204) of the 
pupils displayed very high creative 
ability. Although this figure falls 
short of the 25 per cent normal 
among Americans of the same age 
group, the researchers’ results were 
considered high, given the town's 
socio-cultural composition. Thirty- 
geven per cent (74) of the pupiis 
found to have very high creative 
ability were not previously regarded 
as such by their teachers. 

‘The researchers discovered an ex- 
tremely high level of creative ability 
among first graders which apparent- 
ly resulted from a successful ex- 

lence in kindergarten. However, 
in second and third grades creative 
ability among the children fell sub- 
stantially. . 

The report concluded with a 

number of recommendations. It 
sta that class teachers ‘‘ac- 
company their pupils'’ through 
ades one, two and three. In the 
light of the findings, the researchers 
assert that this will lead to a ‘‘slow- 
ing down of the process of decline" in 
the children's creative abilities. The 
researchers also recommended that 
a “morning conversation" class be 
heid at the start of the school day in 
all elementary school classes.

LUSAKA. — Rhodesian rebel leader 
Joshua Nikomo pledged yesterday 
that his black guerrillas won't 
sabotage freight trains bringing 
goods in and out of Zambia, now that 
the Zambian government has decid- 
ed to reopen its border with 
Rhodesia. 

But the reopening of the border ap- 
parently drew strong opposition 
from Zambia's key black African 
allies. Presidents Samora Machel of 
Mozambique and Julius Nyerere of 
Tanzania flew here yesterday from 
Maputo for crisia talks with Presi- 
dent Kenneth Kaunda over the Zam- 
dian decision. 

The two visitors, however, receiv- 
ed a cool reception. Only a handful of 
officials welcomed them at the air. 
port. Kaunda did not interrupt his 
schedule to meet them. 

Later the three presidents held un- 
expectedly brief talks in private and 
made no statement about the reopen- 
ing of the border. 

Senior Zambian officiaia said 


Kaunda did not intend to reverse his 
decision. They said that land-iocked 
Zambia had no alternative but to 
reopen rail routes through Rhadesia, 
closed since early 1973, to bring In 
badly needed fertilizers and ta ex- 
port copper. Kaunda sealed the 
border as a gesture of solidarity with 
black African efforts to isolate the 
white minority regime of the break- 
.away British colony. - 

Nkomo, who with Robert Mugabe 
has thousands of black guerrillas 
operating inside Rhodesia, told 
reporters here that his men will 
make sure that only Zambian goods 
are transported on the rail lines. 

Nkomo declared that guerrillas 
from his Zimbabwe African People's 
Union will not molest the Zambian 
goods but will continue the fight 

the Ian Smith government. 

“We will fight alongside the 
railway,” he said. Nkomo lives in 
Lusaka and his organization hag 
forward bases on the Zambian 
border with Rhodesia.

No hint of Soviet pressure —

BUCHAREST (AP). — Despite shrill 
attacks by the Soviet press against 
the visit of Chairman Hua Kuvo-feng, 
Western diplomats have found πὸ 
evidence that Moscow plans to 
punish President Nicolae Ceausescu 
for inviting -the Chinese leader. 

But diplomats interviewed in the 
Rumanian capital do not rule out the 
possibility that Ceausescu might be" 
under considerable pressure from 
the Soviet leadership to sever his ex- 
Ppanding contacts with Peking. 

* Diplomatic sources and Rumanian 

officials insist it will take more than 
press attacke and private cajoling to 
budge Ceausescu, one of Eastern 
Burope’s most independent-minded 
rulers. 

Meanshile, trade and cultural ex- 
changes, begun when Ceausescu 
visited China in 1971, are expanding 


and observers say signs point to even 
closer ties. 
“The obvious pressure points are 
.Not being applied by the Soviets, as 
far as we can 1611," said one 
diplomat who asked not to be iden- 
tified. “Everybody in town is trying 
to find out about any pressure, but so 
far it’s a big zero."

GARDENER’S CORNER 
Walter Frankl 


WHEN I speak about “bulbs,” I 
mean all plants that develop un- 
derground storage for food and 
moisture. Botanically there may be 
differences between corms, 
thizomes, tubers, and true bulbs, but 
for each the details of cultivation are 
the same. . 

Bulb flowers have been popular in 
gardens for centuries, and some 
have a most dramatic history. Their 
popularity is due to their great beau- 
ty, variety and, most of all, to their 
easy culture and ability to flourish in 
Many different soil and climactic 
conditions. Plant your bulbs in the 
weeks ahead — from the middle of 
October until the middie of 
November. They will flower in spr- 
ing and early summer. 

With bulbs, quality is of the utmost 
importance. If you start with poor~ 
bulbs, you will wind up with inferior 
blooms, no matter how much care 
you give them. Buy bulbs from 
reputable suppliers only. Try to find 
the biggest and best bulbs available. 
Unfortunately such bulbs are expen- 
sive, but if you keep to the rules, you 
may preserve, and even multiply, 
your bulbs and enjoy their blooms 
for many years. 


‘ Unfortunately most seed shops, 


such as those in Jerusalem, will not 
have bulbs on sale until after the 
holidays. Why {s hard to explain for 
when this writer was in Holland in 
July, it was evident that bulbs for ex- 
port were in abundant supply. At one 
Tel Aviv shop, bulbs are available 
now, and the prices are as follows: 
tulips, IL8 each; daffofils and 
hyacinths, IL10; Dutch irises, IL2- 
ΤΑ; and crocuses, 1.2.50. As for the 
small bulbs — freesias, anemones, 
ranuncull, sparaxis and ixia — these 
are IL1.50 each. 

Check every bulb very carefully. 
Are there any signs of rot? Don’t 
buy, or plant, ones that are soft and 
pulpy to the touch, instead of being 
solid and firm. 

Small bulbs like crocuses, aillums, 
scillas, sparaxis and ixias are 
suitable for rock gardens. One of the 
most attractive of these is the wild 
cyclamen, but since it is a protected 
wild flower in Yerael, its bulbs are 
scarcely found in shops. Narciasi 
(daffodiis), tulips, Dutch irises, 
anemones and ranuncull may he- 
grown in outdoor flower beds, in 
balcony containers or as pot plants. 

Wooden tubs, which recently have 
become available at loca) nurseries; 
are suitable for bulb growing 
because they are deep enough even 
for the bigger bulbs like daffodils 
setae sate are 

askets. grow! um. 
candidum, gladioli and rmonthretias . 
are suitable as decorative .. 
background plants in perennial 
borders. They have to be staked, 
however, for wind protection. 

, Wild balb flowers in Israel. 
garden bulbs are the descendants of 
‘wild species in Europe and . 
Asia Minor (including Israel). The 
“Analytical Key to the Plants of 
Palestine," a book published in 1931 
and written by Hebrew University 
professors A. Hig, N. Feinbrunn and 
M. Zohary, lists an astonishing 
number of wild bulb flowers that 
grow in Israel. In addition to 
cyclamen, tullp, anemone, crocus, 
and ranunculi, there are lilium can- 
didum (shoshan tsahor in Hebrew); 
scila (ben hateav); wild hyacinth (in 
Latin, hyacintus orientalis and in 
Hebrew, yakinthon); narcissus; 
wild gladiolus; grape hyacinth or 
museari; colchicum autumnale 
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Two broken tulips, illustrated by Crispin van de Pass in his ‘‘Hortus 
Fioridus,”” published in 1614. 


(stavanit); 13 kinds of iris; 19 (!) 
different specimens of alllum (garlic - 
in English and shum in Hebrew); 
and seven kinds of ornithogalum 
tthe star of Bethlehem or nets halav 
in Hebrew). ; 

All of these wild flowers have been 
cultivated and improved over hun- 
dreds of years ΟΥ̓ cross pollination 
and crown selection by European 
and American plant breeders and 
botanists. The bulbs we buy at local 
sheps are the resuits of their ar- 
tificial creations. But there are 
several nice wild bulb flowers in 
Israel that, to the best of my 
knowiedge, have aot yet been 
cultivated, 

It would be worthwhile for many of 
our professional growers and 
uurserymen or amateur gardeners, 
to start working with these flowers 
with the goa! of improving them, as 
plant breeders have succeeded with 
other flowers. Perhaps these 
forgotten flowers could make their 
way Into local, and even export, 
markets. The flowers I have in mind 
are pancratium maritimum 
(havatselet. hasheron), which 
flowers in the coasta! hills near 
Netanya; the urginea (hatsay), 
which only recentivy beautified the 
hills around Jerusalem; and the 
asphodelus /irif), which flowers in 
purplish pink in our hilly regions in 
spring. 

The largest commercial source of 
bulbs is Holland, where many 
thousands of acres are devoted to 
bulb culture, particularly the tulip, 
the favourite flower of the Dutch. 
Other big suppliers are Great Bri- 
tain, Japan, Germany and Califor- 
nia. -‘Jaraeli-bulb culture -has :made 
much progress in the past 15 years 
and bulb and bulb flower exports 
grow each year, with exports of 
gladiol/, lilies, irises, anaemones 


; and recently tulips. 
Calture 


and maintenance. Bulb 
eulture is simple. There is no 
mystery about getting good results. 
When nothing succeeds in the gar- 
den. the, bulb does. Grow them in any 
good garden 5011. Our nurseries 
provide ready soil mixtures at a 
relatively cheap price. about IL4 to 
1L5 for a kilo of mixed soil ready for 
planting. 

The most suitable mixture for 
bulbs contains both sand and humus 
(compost) in the following propor- 
tions: 50 per cent red soil, 25 per cent 
well decayed biack compost. 

Never use fresh manure in bulb 
growing! It can be fatal to bulba, as 
can stagnant water, which can come

Depth of planting varies with 
species and size of bulb. Many non 
professional gardners make mis- 
takes in planting bulbs. Don't plant 
them too close to the ground surface, 
where they are too often influenced 
by changes in climate (freezing and 
thawing often occur in hilly regions) 
and where they may suffer from 
heat in spring and early summer. 
Secondly, it is a great mistake to 
Plant the bulbs at the right depth 
without taking care that underneath 
them there is sufficient, loose, good 
garden soil, well cultivated and 
drained. Bulb roots, contrary to pop- 
ular belief, grow very deep. Bulbs 


.are generally set with their tops 


below ground a depth equal to three 
times their diameter, Daffodils 
therefore have to be planted about 
15-146 cm. deep; tulips, 10-12 cm. 
deep; and hyacinths, 12-14 om. deep. 

Smaller bulbs lke freestas, ranun- 
culi or anemones should be about 5 
6 cm. deep. Some bulbs (corms) 
such as anemones give no indica- 
tion of which end is the top. A pre- 
germination in wet vericultie or aand 
for a couple of days will tell you 
which end goes up, as the corms 
Quickly produce small white roots 
&nd green follage sprouts. Replant in 
their permanent location in the cor- 
rect position. Late planting 
(November) is best for tulips. 

To remove bulbs in summer or 
mot? As for bulbs in baleony con- 
tainers, tubs or pots, the answer is 
yes. Do so after all leaves have 
become yellow and dry. I don't, 
however, remove bulbs from flower 
beds. Daffodils, hyacinths, -tulips, 
ete. actually benefit when summer 


“annuals are planted or sown over 


them, for they shade the soil and pre- 
vent it from baking hard. At the 
same time, these annuals use up sur- 
plus moisture, which might be harm- 
ful to bulbs. 

To facilitate such an arrangement, . 
bulbs should be planted as described 
and given a dressing of 
superphosphate each autumn and a 
light addition of general fertilizer in 
early spring before their flower buds 
appear. They can be left in the 
ground undisturbed for many years. 
Their leaves, of course, must not be 
vemoved until they dry completely. 

Protulace provides ἃ particularly 
satisfactory cover over bulbs. It has 
very shallow roots, seeds itself year 
after year and flowers all summer 
long, providing a multicoloured 
carpet over the resting bulbs.

MERCENARIES, unlike Faust, are
